But there are at least two products 


of chemical experiment that have 
proved, according to French chemists, 
to be as hard as diamonds. These are 
produced from tho rare metal titanium. 
One experimenter, it is claimed, suc- 
ceeded in preparing titanium In tbe 
electric furnace. In tbe pure form It 
is much harder than steel or quartz, 
uud when combined with silicon or 
carbon so as to form a slllclde or bo- 
ridc of titanium it matches tho din 
mend itself in hardness. 


Titanium resembles tin In its chem 


leal properties, and it Is the character 
Istlc element In the beautiful red u«M 
brown crystals of rutile. These, In the 
shape of needles, are sometimes found 
penetrating largo white quartz crys- 
tals, forming gems that the French 
call "love's arrows."—New York Press.
